W ith color, masses, 
lin e an d shapes, he said, y ou try 
to ex press somethin g. 
Ev ery thin g in n atu re, the speak­ 
er said, has a plan , w hether it 
is con sciou s or n ot. A rt itself is 
a lan gu age of commu n ication . The 
artist has somethin g to say an d 
it is his or her way of ex pres­ 
sion . 
M odern artists realize that the 
cav e m en w ere some of the great­ 
est artists in history . These men 
believ ed that if they were able 
to catch the image of the an imal 
th at they hu n ted they wou ld be 
better able to m ak e their con qu est. 
They stu died the an atom y of the 
an im als an d so fam iliar did they 
become w ith the lin es of these 
an im als that they w ere able to 
tell by stru ctu re of the an imal 
w hen they saw it in the distan ce 
w hether it was male or female. 
A rt has grown ou t of actu al n e- 
c ^ sity alway s, Mr. Egri said. In 
the M iddle Ages art was con trolled 
by the chu rch. Most people were 
ign oran t an d the chu rch was the 
m ain m ean s of keepin g people in ­ 
form ed. The m ost powerfu l sou rce 
of doin g this was throu gh the art 
mediu m . P ain ters w ere spon sored 
by the chu rch an d the ty pe of art 
was con trolled by the chu rch. 
L ater society began to chan ge, 
comin g ou t of the feu dal sy stem. 
People m ade certain thin gs an d 
ex chan ged them for thin gs they 
n eeded. Then they began to get 
a su rplu s of the thin gs they made 
an d they traded for thin gs they 
wou ld n eed later.

They became aw are of the world 
arou n d them an d saw thin gs in 
n atu re which they pu t in their 
art. They n oticed that there was 
alway s a haze in

that the fu rther back thin gs were 
the sm aller they becam e an d they 
also became fain ter 
an d 
blu er. 
They began to fin d a sy stem for 
dev elopm en t of perspectiv e. Bu t 
they forgot some of the basic laws 
of the past. In the later period 
they began to im itate the thin gs 
arou n d them an d w ere in terested 
in captu rin g the details of n atu re.
